DOCTOR MUST 
GIVE UFE FOR 
GIRL’S DEATH 


Chicago Surgeon Found Guilty 
of Murder in Connection 
With Illegal Operation. 


CHICAGO. March 2 (INS) — Dr. 
Amante Rongetti. head of the Ash­ 
land boulevard hospital, must die 
in the electric chair for the death, 
through an illegal operation, of 
Miss Loretta J. Enders. 
A verdict finding the doctor 
guilty and fixing his punishment at 
death, 
was 
returned 
in 
Judge 
Frank B. Comerford’s court 
last 
night by a jury which had deliber­ 
ated three hours. 
Dr. Rongetti is the first convict­ 
ed murderer in Cook county to 
face the newly installed 
electric 
chair. 
He is also the first person 
in Illinois to receive the extreme 
penalty in connection with fatal 
consequences of an illegal opera­ 
tion. 
According 
to 
evidence 
intro­ 
duced at the trial, Miss Enders was 
brought to Dr. Rongetti’s hospital 
in a condition 
expectant moth­ 
erhood. Rongetti performed an op­ 
eration which caused 
premature | 
birth. The child was born afive but 
allowed to die. 
The body 
was 
later burned in the hospital fur­ 
nace, on orders of Dr. Rongetti. 
Several days following the op­ 
eration. 
Miss 
Enders developed 
blood poisoning and died. Hospital 
attaches testified that Dr. Ron­ 
getti had refused to operate a sec­ 
ond time in an attempt to save 
her life,

had no 
money.”
